IMPORTANT CAPTURE. 


Lou Houck, tne Gambler and Murderer 


Finally m tbe Tolls of the Law. 


Lou Houck, of Ohio, the friend nnc 


companion of James Frazer, James 
Bailey, and others, has been arrested al 
Los Angeles, Gal., and is now in Ohio to 
answer to a charge of a murder committed 
by him fire years ago. He was arrested 
by Detective John T. Norris,of Ohio, who 
has been in Decntnr quite often searching 
for his man. He came here once to see 
Bailey, who was supposed to be Houck, 
nud who wns then confined in the county 
jai!, from which he escaped one nighi 
with several other prisoners and has 
never since been heard of. The crime for 
which Houck m ffoing to stand trial in 
Ohio, was committed in 1878. On Jan. 
.'11, If78, four men occupied a smoking' 
car of a tiniu on the Columbus, Hocking 
valley and Toledo road which was ap- 
proaching Delaware, Delaware county, O. 
Houck, a man named Honghton, who was 
a wlusk\ diinnmer, and Paul Lohman 
were plnjinjf curds in one of the seats. 
The fourth man looked on. Honghton 
was apparently playing into Honck's 
hand, and Lnhmau was the victim of the 
pair. After losing heavily, Lohmau arose 
and accused the others of sharp practice— 
u charge that was hotlj denied by the de- 
fendants, and during the discussion Houck 
drew a revolver and shot Lohman, who 
died on board the train a shoi t time aftei - 
waid. 
Honghtou was arrested by the 


passengers and held until the arrival of 
tlio train at the station. Houck leveled 


III'H weapon before him and made his way 
to the i ear door, {teaching the platform 
he jumped to the gionud, although the 
train wan going nt a high rate of speed. 
Uef 01 e the trainmen discovered the tragedy 
which occurred in the forward portion of 
the train, and signaled the engineer, 
Houck had gamed his foet nnd made his 
way across the adjacent farms. Honghtou 
was tried an an acpcsory to the murder 
and sentenced to two jeais in the Coluui- 
bus penitentiary, recoveiing Jus freedom 
in 1SS1. The hunt for Houck was insti- 
tuted by the railw.iy company, and was 
unsuccessful until a few days ago, when 
he was arrested nt Los Angeles, Oal. The 
career of Houck subsequently to the mur- 
iler was a varied one. He made his way 
to Washington, D. C., and while there 
managed to make his living by his wits, 
winch have served him well. He was an 
adept at card-play ing, and while in Wash- 
ington communicated with his fathf i aud 
wife, who met him at the national capital, 
the latter accompanying him iu his long 
flight from justice. Honck has often been 
in Decatur, aud is personally known to 
mnuy of the sporting fraternity here. He 
used to put up at the Priest House, aud 
in company with other uionte men work 
;hegrajson the various tiaius. It is to 
ie hoped that he has thrown his last 
caul. 


Houck lived in Decatur with his fam- 


ily for a number of years, but sold his 
Household effects at public sale and left 
;he city. Last summer lie was reported 
iilled near Galveston, Texas, but it seems 
there was na truth in that ston.
